The fraud has received much 
publicity but the evidence de­ 
tailing the role of the Swiss 
bankers has remained in gov­ 
ernment files.

discreet foreign bankers. 
Simplified, the case worked

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Lake Michigan Problem: 
Strong Action Needed 
To Stop Water Pollution 


A 
University 
of Michigan 
scientist has warned that un­ 
less strong action to stop pol­ 
lution is taken within the next 
ten years. Lake Michigan will 
have passed a point of no re­ 
turn, 
Dr. E. F. Stoemier, of the 
univeristy’s Great 
Lakes Re­ 
search Division, says that w a­ 
ter quality in Lake Michigan 
is now deteriorating in much 
the same way it did in Lake 
Erie. 
He warns that “Lake Michi­ 
gan is probably at the present 
time about at the ‘break point’ 
between rather moderate and 
transient 
a l g a l 
nuisances. 
“While this growth is confined 
to the inshore waters, drastic 
and 
most 
likely 
irreversible 
changes in the entire ecosys­ 
tem could result,” he says. 
Solid ecological evidence of 
this, says Stoermer, has come 
with the completion of a de­ 
tailed study of small aquatic 
plants—diatoms — which 
form 
the basis of the lake’s food 
chain. The study, which was 
financed by a research grant 
from the Federal Water Pol­ 
lution Control Administration, 
involved 
analysis

samples from all areas of Lake 
Michigan as well samples from 
the lake taken as far back as 
1876. 
Stoermer says that his study 
indicates a marked change in 
I jake Michigan waters. He pre­ 
dicts that within IO to 15 years 
major algal blooms could take 
place in Lake Michigan. Such 
blooms are already common in 
Lake Erie as a result of ad­ 
vanced pollution. 
Areas Affected

uses of the lake 
such as swimming, boating and 
fishing as well as increasing 
the cost of treatment of muni­ 
cipal w ater supplies by plug­ 
ging filters and introducing ob­ 
jectionable tastes and odors to 
the water.

Stoermer indicates that, al­ 
though present 
problems arc 
j mast

near-shore 
I areas, continued pollution will 
affect even the deepest reaches 
of the lake. “It should be point­ 
ed out,” he says, “that the 
floras of these inshore areas 
have now been very drastical­ 
ly altered and, more important­ 
ly, the effects of pollution are 
now becoming increasingly evi- 
J dent throughout the system.” 
Stoermer says that changes 
in relative abundance of dia- 
‘ toms and other microscopic al­ 
gae act as an “ecological early 
warning system.” Study of the j 
changes at this level gives the 
firsrt easily measureable indica- 
: tion of what is going to hap­ 
pen before fish and other high­ 
er forms are 
affected. 
This 
gives time to institute pollu­ 
tion control procedures in time 
to prevent really severe effects. 
Serious Problem 
Stoermer says 
that 
Green 
Bay is the most serious prob­ 
lem area. He says that Green 
Bay is much like a small mod­ 
el of Lake Erie. It is also act­ 
ing as an indicator of what 
may happen to 
all of Lake 
Michigan, unless changes are 
made. He also poinded to the 
southern part of the lake, be-

Michigan coast between Mus­ 
kegon and Frankfort as poten­ 
tial problem areas. 
Some of the evidence cited 
by Stoermer: 
(I) There has 
been an increasing exclusion of 
the original dominant plankton 
diatoms, which occur only in 
pure water, from habitats they 
previously occupied. (2) Spe­ 
cies of diatoms which first ap­ 
peared in polluted harbors in 
the 1930’s have moved into the 
open lake in recent years. (3) 
Certain species of diatoms as­ 
sociated with 
extreme water 
quality degradation 
in 
Lake 
Erie have recently been noted 
in Lake Michigan for the first 
time. 


Here is a summary of Stoer- 
mer’s study, titled 
“Plankton 
Diatom Assemblages in Lake 
Michigan.” 
1. The present study shows a 
considerably more diverse dia­ 
tom flora in 
Lake Michigan 
than had been reported p re­ 
viously. Contrary to expecta­ 
tions, a substantial number of 
the entities taken in plankton 
collections are obviously deriv­ 
ed from benthic communities. 
2. There has 
been an in­ 
crease in tile relative numbers 
of entities associated with de­ 
gradation 
of 
water 
quality 
during the period 
of 
study. 
Certain entities associated with 
moderate to high levels of pol­ 
lution which were not noted in 
earlier collections were appar­ 
ently introduced prior to 1937 
and now cause 
nuisances in 
certain inshore areas and are 
becoming 
increasingly 
abun­ 
dant 
at 
offshore 
stations 
throughout the 
lake. 
Certain 
entities 
associated 
with 
ex­ 
treme 
degradation 
of 
water 
quality in the Great Lakes sys­ 
tem were introduced into Lake 
Michigan between 
1947 
and 
1964. Although now present in 
only low numbers, they indi­ 
cate the 
pollution 
of 
Lake 
Michigan is 
reaching 
critical 
levels. 
3. Extreme differences exist, 
particularly at certain times of 
the year, between the coastal 
areas and open waters of the 
lake in terms of both abun­ 
dance and species composition 
of the phytoplankton flora. 
4. On the basis of the plank­ 
ton diatom assemblages pres­ 
ent, it appears that the most 
strongly affected areas of Lake 
Michigan 
are: 
the 
extreme 
southern crescent of the lake, 
from Chicago, Illinois to Ben­ 
ton 
Harbor, 
Michigan; 
the 
southern portion of Green Bay; 
the northern Michigan coast in 
Hie Ludington-Manistee-Frank- 
fort, area. In addition, 
local 
problems exist around most of 
the major harbors.

Food Story 


It’s getting to the point w h e r e a body 
doesn’t know what to eat. 
First there was the DDT in coho salmon. 
Last fall there was the cyclamate scare when 
the federal government ordered soft drinks and 
other products containing the sugar-substitute 
off the market because heavy quantities of it 
given to mice produced cancer. Then the adi- 
tive to baby foods. Recently, a Congressional 
committee looked into the possible harmful side 
effects from the pill. There were reports that 
concerous chickens were being sold. 
And now comes the story out of Washing­ 
ton. according to the Associated Press, that 
“Americans during the last fiscal year ate mil­ 
lions of pounds of beef from cattle that had ‘can­ 
cer eye’ or similar tumorous disorders.” 
It almost seems that there’s a giant con­ 
spiracy against the nation’s food industry or 
that it doesn’t really matter what anyone eats 
— it’s ah contaminated anyway. 
On the other hand, maybe all the adverse 
publicity on food is the government’s backhand­ 
ed method of trying to even out the supply and 
demand on certain products. If the report that 
beef sold to the public came from cattle with 
“cancer eye” causes a reaction against buying 
beef, maybe the supply will exceed the demand 
and reduce high prices. 
Or, is it possible that by temporarily hold­ 
ing back cattle carcasses the government is re­ 
ducing the supply, thus forcing the prices even 
higher?

All of this, of course, could be purely acade­ 
mic. 
Dr. Joseph I,. Stein, head of slaughter in­ 
spection for the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture, says that although more than IO per cent 
of the 30.1 million cattle carcasses approved by 
federal inspectors underwent some postmortem 
whittling for removal of offending parts before 
distribution for public sale, the cutting away 
of an infected part from a red meat animal is 
no worse than a housewife removing a spelt from 
an apple and using the rest of it for a pie. 
He said that with one possible exception 
“there is no tumorous disease of cattle which 
is known to be even associated at this present 
stage of the game with a virus” affecting hu­ 
mans. The lone possibility, he continued, is ma­ 
lignant lymphoma which in cattle may be “some­ 
what similar” to human leukemia and the leuko­ 
sis in chickens, but when this disease is detected 
the entire carcass is condemned as human food. 
There were 4,831 rejections last year. 
In addition, he said, if cancer eye is found 
to have spread to the animal’s lymph system the 
entire carcass also is condemned.

On the basis of Dr. Stein’s remarks, that 
steak on your plate would appear to be perfect­ 
ly safe, even if charcoal broiled — another sit­ 
uation which caused another cancer tremor a 
couple of years back. 
It would seem, on the surface at least, that 
the American public before getting thrown into 
a tizzy over the possible harmful affects of its 
diet might consider several other factors. 
For one thing, the alleged dangers from 
foodstuffs which have been reported recently 
may be the result of improved detection meth­ 
ods by technicians and scientists doing the test­ 
ing and that if cancer is being found in animals 
and chickens today that it also was there IO, 
20 or 50 years ago. 
It also would seem that there are other dan­ 
gers of eating — like widening of the wasteline 
that post an even greater peril to the aver­ 
age citizen. Carrying the situation to the other 
extreme, there would be maximum danger to the 
human body of starvation if it didn’t get any 
nourishment. 
So if that steak or hamburger on your plate 
looks delicious tonight, it probably is just that. 
Even the federal government would have a hard 
time disputing the flavor of a medium rare por­ 
terhouse.

Too Late For Biafra 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union con­ 
nived to bring about the death of a would-be na­ 
tion while the United States government stood 
by and watched. 
Biafra broke away from the central govern­ 
ment of Nigeria because its peoples, the Ibos 
were being slaughtered by the more numerous 
Hausas. The Ilausas, mostly Moslems, were jeal­ 
ous of the more ambitious but less powerful 
Christian Ibos who dominated the Nigerian gov­ 
ernment langley by virtue of their superior edu­ 
cation. 
At first the Nigerian army, composed large­ 
ly of a rapacious rabble, could not conquer Biafra, 
which found itself virtually friendless in the out­ 
side world. The United Nations and the United 
States, both of which proclaim the right of self- 
determination, were strangely deaf and blind to 
the anguished pleas of the besieged Ibos. 
Great Brittin, which had bailed out of its 
colonial possessions in Africa as quickly as pos­ 
sible, returned to Nigeria with weapons of de­ 
struction. The Sovits, seeing their chance to 
reap benefits from the distress and misfortunes 
of others, contributed fighters and bombers to 
the central government of Nigeria. 
Slowly the Nigerian army ground forward, 
despite the desperate, back-to-the-wall fighting 
by Biafran soldiers. Thousands of children died 
every week because Nip "la shot down unarmed 
relief planes carrying food and medical supplies. 
The British need American co-operation to 
make the embargo of Rhodesia effective but the 
State Department didn’t use this leverage to get 
the tabor governmnt of ellarold Wilson to *top 
subsidizing the Biafra massacre. The Soviets 
want arms limitations but the U. S. didn’t use 
this desire to encourage Moscow to call home its 
aircraft. 
Now that Biafra has b e e n swallowed up 
again, the Nixon administration offers supplies. 
It is too late. The Ibos wanted help to re­ 
main sovereign, not food to feed a now enslaved 
country. The whole episode reflects the Amer­ 
ican isolationism of the 1930s which convinced 
the totalitarians that the United States was un­ 
interested in the outside world.

make the collection of infor­ 
mation much more difficult in

newspapers but for everyone 
who relies on newspapers in­ 
cluding the government itself.

What is to

feared is the effect on all sorts 
of people who have been led 
to believe that what they tell 
a reporter in confidence will 
never be betrayed.

Thinking back over my own 
reportorial life,

t :pped Publisher Henry Luce 
of Time-Life off to it, led me 
to Gov. Thomas Dewey of New 
York after V -J Day. 


The governor, who had been 
defeated in 1944 by Franklin 
Roosevelt for the 
Presidency, 
corroborated the story that an 
emissary from General George 
Marshall, 
Col. Carter Clarke, 
had 
effectively 
stopped 
his 
mouth on the subject of Pearl 
Harbor during 
the 
political 
campaign by telling him that 
the Japanese code was involv­ 
ed. Marshall’s story to Dewey 
was that the Japanese had nev­ 
er changed their code after we 
had broken it, and that silence 
on the subject would remain 
a patriotic duty until after the 
wrar was over. 
The story I wTOte for “Life” 
just after V -J Day was the 
first, so far as I know, to men­ 
tion Hie code-breaking. Maybe 
I helped force 
the 
accurate 
WTiting of history. If the man 
I got the information from in 
the first place had been wor­ 
ried about a possible .subpoena, 
he would never have said a 
word and I would never have 
known enough to ask Dewey 
about it. 
Reporters, worried about the 
possible seizure of their notes, 
could, of course, beat the rap 
by destroying them after using 
them as the basis for articles. 
But it is the effect of the sub­ 
poena on the person who is 
about to be interviewed 
that 
constitutes the biggest worry.

States and the Soviet Union—to 
meet at the headquarters here 
of the International Union for 
Conservation of Nature. 
A study group has reported 
that Ursus Maritimus, as the 
bear is biologically known, is 
threatened by excessive hunting 
and changes in habitat. The re­ 
port called it an endangered 
species. 
By estimate. 1,250 polar bears 
were killed last year by local 
populations who use them for 
j food and clothing, and by hunt- 
I ers in planes. Soviet scientists 


I estimate that there may be only 


j 10,000 left. 


The group reported that ice 
floes are drifting much farther 
west and south, bringing the an­ 
imals closer to population cen­ 
ters. 
“ Around the Hudson Bay area 
we almost have too many polar 
bears,” said Dr. John S. Tener, 
director of the Canadian Wild­ 
life Service. 
“ They find they can get food 
by night from garbage cans and 
become fat and lazy. 
“ But 
in their more natural 
habitat farther north they are 
becoming 
scarce. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
is particularly affected. 


, M any of the bears coming south 
appear to come from Soviet ter- 
| ritory.” 
Many 
of 
the 
R u s s i a n 
“ emigre” 
bears 
originate 
at 
Wrangel Island in the Siberian 
Sea, a Soviet strategic center to 
which all access is barred. This 
is about 850 miles from Alaska. 
The Soviet 
authorities have 
placed a complete ban on hunt­ 
ing. In tile other countries it is 
controlled. 
Economic exploita­ 
tion of arctic wastes is also 
causing concern. “ Oil explora­ 
tion could be a problem,” said 
Dr.

: At present the Coast G uard has 
to rely on visual sightings in 
daylight and it has been difficult 
to prove which of several ships j 
sighted n ear a slick at daw n 
dum ped oil during the night. 
To m eet a C oast G uard need 
to catch the culprits in the act, 
even at night or in bad w eather,

C m dr. W illiam L ehr, chief o f 
the Coast G u ard ’s pollution con­ 
trol branch, said the need to 
dum p oil at sea arises from the 
practice of taking on seaw ater 
as ballast to m ain tain stability. 


At the sta rt of a voyage, bal­ 
last tanks usually contain fuel 
oil, w hich is replaced bv seaw a­ 
ter as it is consum ed. When the 
vessel nears port, the seaw ater 
is pum ped out to m ake room for 
fresh fuel. 
By th at 
tim e 
the 
sloshing action of the w aves has 
m ixed the two and large quanti­ 
ties of fuel oil go overboard with 
the w ater. 


This can be avoided by saving 
the m ixture of w ater and oil and 
pum ping it into storage facili­ 
ties in port, but ship officers of­ 
ten find it cheaper and m ore 
convenient to clump at sea. 


The dum ping m ay occur m iles 
offshore, but w inds and tides of-I 
ten c a rry the slick into harbors ' 
and onto beaches. 


A erojet research engineer Al 
E dgerton said a radiom eter in a 
plane flying at 2.000 feet can 
cover a sw ath half a m ile wide, 
detecting slicks as sm all as a 
few feet across.
